Recause there are two Sinsoles, within about eight miles of 
each other, some reports of the attack mistakenly placed it 
at the other Sinsong. which is southeast of Hamhung and 
2 1 j miles from Ilungnam. 
I he first big assault from the IOO,000-man Red force ringed 
around th** Hamhung-Hungnam area began in darkness— as 
< x pee ted— and was continuing through the daylight hours of 
Friday. 
Two-Week I.nil Nears Rreak 
A two-week lull on the Highth Army’s western Korea front 
above Seoul seemed also about to be broken by the Chinese. 
r.S. Third Division outposts six miles southeast of Hamhung 
fought desperately to ward off an initial attack force esti­ 
mated at more than 2,500 mounted and foot troops. 
Reinforcing Chinese still were swarming down the valleys. 
American artillery and planes pounded at the Red forces. 
i he Chinese warmed up for battle in a drum-beating, bugle- 
blowing and singing mass rally at Oro, a town six miles north­ 
west of Hamhung abandoned by Allied forces 24 hours earlier.

factured until 1874 and was printed 
in a type face which had not even 
been designed or cut until after 
1880. 


Browning enthusiasts had been 
duped— but because of the pam­ 
phlet’s strange hi. tory, copies today 
bring $100 as curiosities.
